Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1970 ,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 


The  report  gives  a  most  satisfactory  picture  of 
the  general  health  of  the  area.  There  is  a  3C$  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  and  nil  returns  for  infant  and  maternal 
mortality  and  the  lowest  death  rate  yet  recorded  (pages  4,  3  &  6). 
Additionally  there  were  very  low  figures  for  infectious  disease 
(pages  8,  9  &  10). 

Mr.  Morley  gives  a  good  statistical  picture  of  the 
work  of  the  department.  It  is  clear  from  his  report  that  there 
is  a  big  problem  of  refuse  disposal.  This  service  will,  after 
the  reorganisation  of  local  givernment,  become  a  County  respon¬ 
sibility,  leaving  the  District  councils  free  to  concentrate  on 
collection,  which,  as  Mr.  Morley  says,  also  needs  some  updating 
(page  13) . 

I  should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Morley  for  his  help  and 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  EMPLOYMENT  IN  THE  DISTRICT 

The  Rural  District  is  situated  in  the  North  Western 
portion  of  the  County.  It  comprises  26  parishes  covering 
an  area  of  49,727  acres  of  mainly  agricultural  land,  and, 
whilst  there  are  no  large  villages,  each  parish  has  a  village 
or  hamlet  forming  a  nucleus. 

The  chief  industry  is  agriculture,  and  for  some  years 
rationalisation  of  the  industry  has  had  the  effect  of  reducing 
the  number  of  persons  employed  in  farming,  and  resulting  in 
their  finding  alternative  employment,  chiefly  in  Hereford,  and, 
to  a  lesser  extent,  in  Leominster. 

There  is  also  a  tendency  for  young  persons  to  leave 
the  area  permanently  in  search  of  suitable  employment  and  for 
older  persons  from  industrial  areas  to  move  in  with  a  view  to 
retirement.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Following  the  Local  Enquiry  held  in  January,  in  connection 
with  the  Weobley  Sewage  Disposal  Works  Extension,  the  Contract 
was  commenced  in  November  and  the  completion  date  is  sometime 
during  October,  1971. 

The  Works,  on  completion,  will  enable  Ledgomoor,  Norton 
Canon  and  King' s  Pyon  to  be  sewered  in  due  course  and  the  crude 
sewage  from  these  areas  pumped  into  and  treated  at  the  Weobley 
Works. 


The  existing  Works  at  Dilwyn,  Canon  Pyon,  Staunton-on- 
Wye  and  Moccas  have  functioned  satisfactorily  and  gradually  more 
properties  are  being  connected  to  the  sowers.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  area.  A 
small  pool  is,  however,  in  use  at  Weobley  County  Primary  School 
for  the  use  of  pupils.  Samples  of  water  from  the  School  Baths 
are  regularly  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 


BFIISE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been 
maintained  through  this  district  and  also  the  Kington  R.D.C.  area. 

From  time  to  time  enquiries  have  been  received  from  some 
of  the  larger  villages,  seeking  a  weekly  collection  service  and 
as  mentioned  in  last  year’ s  Annual  Report,  two  neighbouring  Au¬ 
thorities  are  now  operating  a  weekly  collection  service,  using  the 
paper  sack  method. 

The  composition  of  household  refuse  is  gradually  changing, 
less  ash  and  more  tins,  polythene  containers  and  paper  or  polythene 
packaging  is  being  collected  and  this  in  turn  gives  rise  to  an  in¬ 
crease  in  bulk. 

Undoubtedly,  as  the  volume  of  household  refuse  increases, 
a  greater  need  will  arise  for  a  weekly  collection  service,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  larger  villages,  in  order  to  implement  such  a 
scheme,  however,  it  seems  likely  in  present  circumstances  that 
another  collection  vehicle  would  be  required  and  information  is 
being  obtained  with  a  view  to  reporting  to  the  appropriate  Committee 
again  on  this  matter  in  due  course. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  again  draw  attention  to  the  problem 
of  refuse  disposal,  especially  with  regard  to  the  need  to  look  ahead 
in  order  to  obtain  further  disposal  facilities  when  the  sites  at 
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Stretford  and  Moccas  can  be  no  longer  utilised. 

On  the  various  collection^  rounds  the  freighter 
travelled  some  12,180  miles  during  the  year  at  an  average  of 
8,6  miles  per  gallon  of  fuel.

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  scheme  has  been  implemented  by  the  Council  since  1952 
and  so  far  190  proposals  have  been  approved.  Dwellings  improved 
under  this  scheme  now  amount  to  10. 13^  of  the  total  number  of  occu¬ 
pied  houses. 

Twenty- two  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Council  during  the 

year. 
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Standard  Improvement  Grants 

This  method  of  improving  old  properties  continues  to  be 
well  received  and  during  the  year  22  applications  were  made  and 
approved,  with  19  completed  and  paid. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  195$>  some  283 
proposals  amounting  to  about  14.7%  of  the  total  occupied  houses 
in  the  area  have  been  approved,  five  of  these  being  later  with¬ 
drawn  by  the  applicants. 

COUNCIL  HOUSING  AND  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Grouped  Dwellings  scheme  comprising  22  Units  and  a 
Warden’ s  Flat  and  Social  Centre,  together  with  4  ’’General  Needs" 
bungalows,  was  completed  at  Weobley  during  the  year. 

As  regards  proposals  for  four  bungalows  and  eight  houses 
at  P res ton-on-Wye ,  the  Consultant  Architects  were  instructed  toward 
the  close  of  the  year  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  submission  to  the 
Government  Department  concerned. 

An  improvement  and  conversion  scheme  to  form  three  dwellings 
out  of  two  properties  at  Canon  Pyon  was  in  course  of  preparation.

PRIVATE  HOUSING  DEVELOPMENT 

8  new  dwellings  were  completed  during  1970,  appreciably  less 
than  in  1969  and  at  the  year  end  a  further  6  were  in  various  stages 
of  construction. 

Whenever  possible,  the  utmost  assistance  has  been  given  by 
the  staff  to  promote  private  building.
